sible by Dr. C. B. Trader, the med­

of 
the 
exemption 
board. 
Claims for exemption will 
be submitted to County Clerk N. P. 
Elmore and Sheriff VY 
VV. Bolton. 
Out of the 260 men ordered to 
appear before the board, 130 men 
must be selected for army service, 
provided that number can be qual­ 
ified from the 260. 
Otherwise other 
men on the draft list will be sum­ 
moned in the order in which they 
etc drawn. 
The men to be first 
notified to appear are the first 260 
n.' n drawn. 
in calling 260 men for exam ina­ 
tion to secure 130 men for service, 
the exemption board is figuring on 
a basis of 50 per cent exemptions. 
In other localities the percentage of 
exemption is many times more than 
50 per cent. 
In one of the largest 
registration districts in Cleveland, 
Ohio, only one man out of six is 
qualifying for service. 
It is probable, though that the 
percentage of exem ptions 
in

country and small

districts 
will not be so great. 
A larger per­ 
c e n ta g e of the men lead outdoor 
lives and as a result are in better 
physical condition than men housed 
in factories, workshops and offices.

By a vote of 65 to 20 the senate 
yesterday approved 
the Sheppard 
resolution to submit to the states 
an amendment to the federal con­ 
stitution 
providing 
for 
national 
prohibition. A proviso tacked on at 
the last moment requires ratifica­ 
tion by the states within six years 
from the day of submission by the 
congress. 
The resolution now goes to the 
house, where it must receive, as 
in the senate, a two-thirds vote to 
insure its passage. Representative 
Webb, of North Carolina, chairman 
of the house judiciary committee, 
said last night he would move the 
resolution out of committee today 
and predicted its speedy passage 
by the house. As Ute drys hay*1 a 
m ajority of two 
in 
the judiciary 
committee, no attempt to hold up 
a favorable report is anticipated. 
Senator Stone, of Missouri, was 
one of the 65 members Avho sup­ 
ported 
the 
resolution yesterday.

The 
two Missourians did 
not answer to their names on tho 
first roll call and were the last to 
be 
recorded.

Senator Stone lined up with tile

The adoption of 
the six-year time limitation, spon­ 
sored by Senator Harding, of Ohio, 
won Senator Stone’s vote. 
If the 
amendment is not ratified within 
that period it becomes void. 
Here is the resolution as passed, 
with the six-year cause:

the constitution:

manufacture, 
sale or transportation of intoxicat­ 
ing liquors within, the importation 
thereof into, 
or 
the 
exportation 
thereof from the United States and 
all territories subject lo the juris­ 
diction thereof for beverage pur­ 
poses, is hereby prohibited. 
“ Section 2— This article shall he 
inoperative unless it 
shall 
have 
been ratified as an amendment lo 
the constitution by the legislatures 
of Hie several states, as provided 
in the constitution, within six years 
from the date of submission there­ 
of to the states by congress. 
“ Section 2,— The congress shall 
have the power to enforce this ar­ 
ticle by appropriate legislation.”
